Was Frightened 

Mrs. Rogers went on to say that her 
husband was the last man to commit 
suicide. He had a horror of anybody 
doing this, saying it was a terrible 
way out of anything and that the man 
who did this was contemptible. Con- 
tinuing her story, she said that her 
husband went into the den to clean 
the guns, She went into the kitchen 
to get some milk for herself and the 
youngest child, and there hear the re- 
port of a shot. She was upset at not 
being able to go to Calgary, and be- 
came frightened, thinking a burglar 
was in the house, as the front door 
was not locked, so rushed out at the 
back door, which was unfastened, to 
get help.

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"HANGING MURDERERS 


Lawrence M. Hight, “poison parson 
of Illinois,” is to endeavor to cheat 


the gallows on a plea of insanity. 

One of the most striking fallacies 
in the tempestuous philosophy of this 
generation is the tendency to hang 
a murderer who is supposed to be 
oo i 
is generelly admitted that 
fe is not a product of a normal 
mind or a normal state of mind. 
Therefore, every murderer is more or 
leas insane. But the paradox of the 
insanity plea lies in the fact that al- 
though murder, by our laws, is 
punishable by death, the less insanity 
a murderer has, that is to say, the 
less murderous he is, the greater are 
his chances of being hanged. 

The notion of giving consideration 
to this kind of insanity had its direct 
origin in an_ international medical 
conference held in London years ago. 
At this conference the question of 
eugenics came up, and several dele- 
gates who openly advocated the 
principle of a doctor giving an extra 
draught of opiate to the hopelessly 
deformed or idiotic child who had no 
possible chance of being other than 
a charge on the community, were 
vigorously denounced. From _ this 
sentimental denunciation has grad- 
Sn |ually grown the idea that instead of 
encouraging the strong, the useful 
and the sane, and building up a 
sound nation, it is obligatory upon 
mankind to coddle and protect the 
feeble-minded and _ inferior strains 
that Nature herself does her best to 
destroy. 

This vicious milk-and-water notion 
has put the inferior man in the 
majority. It has destroyed the essen- 
tial and basic principle of the survival 
of the fittest. It is rapidly placing 
the best human strains at the mercy 
of the numerically stronger worst. 

Murderers, sane or insane, should 
be destroyed, not as a matter of 
punishment or vengeance, but for the 
simple reason that society cannot

URGE shane OF STOCK 


Edmonton, Oct. 6.—Formation of 
a livestock board for the province 
which would be in a position to speak 
and act jointly for all livestock asso- 
ciations of the province, was favored 
at a meeting of representatives of the 
livestock association in Calgary. last 
week. The formation of such a joint 
board was requested by Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture, last 

spring. It was decided at the meet- 

ing in Calgary to send' representa- 
tives to meet the livestock associa- 
tions of Northern Alberta at Edmon- 
ton. 

It had been hoped that the pro- 
posed joint board would have been 
organized in sufficient time to ap- 
point the committee to select the live- 
stock to go from Alberta to the Royal 
Stock Show at Toronto and the In- 
ternational at Chicago, and to advise 
the department of agriculture on mat- 
ters in connection with these ex- 
hibits. The Calgary meeting, how- 
ever, decided that the organization of 
the joint board would take too long, 
and asked the department of agricul- 
ture to appoint the committee. 

The committee was named by the 
minister of agriculture on Saturday, 
and is composed of the livestock com- 
missioner, 8S. G. Carlyle, W. J. Stark, 
representing the northern livestock 
association and Chas. Yule, repre- 
senting the southern associations. 

The committee will make the selec- 
tion of livestock this coming week. 
Those wishing to send stock to the 
Royal and International Shows should 
advise the department immediately. 
The freight on the exhibits will be 
paid by the provincial department and 
the Dominion livestock branch. 

Seed grain exhibits for the Interna- 
tional show at Chicago this year will 
be gathered at the Provincial see 
clearing plant in Edmonton, from the 
various exhibits throughout the prov- 
ince. The provincial government will 
pay the expenses on the exhibits from 
Edmonton to Chicago.
